Sierra Madre 
bankrupt? 

Berkshire 
says *no* 

Some people are asking if the city of Sierra 
Madre is bankrupt? 

The News asked that question of Douglas 
Berkshire, city treasurer, and he answered quick¬ 
ly, “No. We have money but not in the right 
places.’’ 

He explained that the city is short on cash and 
that money has been borrowed from restricted 
funds to go into the general fund so that the city 
can meet payroll. 

“We have borrowed about $1 million. It is 
perfectly legal and another city east of here recent¬ 
ly borrowed money from its low cost housing fund 
for the general fund. We’re in the period that is nor¬ 
mally called ‘the dry period’ for cities. We have 
dribbles left over from our property taxes and the 
monthly installment of what we call ‘motor vehicles 
in lieu of.’ We still have a little money from our 
last property tax.’’ 

He said that there is no money to pay back the 
borrowed money yet. 

“The reason we’re going for the 6 percent 
utility'tax and the money for the trash we dumped 
years ago is to try to recoup enough to pay back 
the restricted funds,’’ Berkshire explained. He add¬ 
ed that the audit for 1992-93 is not completed 
and that specific amounts are not known until 
that is completed. 

“Think of It as a bank account. In the bank 
we mingle many funds: the property tax, sales tax. 
Proposition A (transportation) funds, etc. We have 
$1.2 million in that fund. We use that account to 
pay for all the other funds. It’s deducted from 
there. The reason we’re short on the cash flow is 
because the state hasn’t divvied up on some of the 
money we thought we’d be getting. 1 have no doubt 
that we’ll be paying our bills but we’ll have to use 
money from other funds and pay back the amounts 
later.’’

Corazzelli said, “1 had to read about this in 
The News in an interview with Bob Oden three 
weeks before.’’ Oden is chairman of EDC and his 
interview was in the May 27 edition. “The commit¬ 
tee didn’t bother to tell us what they were proposing. 
Some of the EDC members are also members of 
the Chamber of Commerce and didn’t have the 
decency or courtesy to tell Karen (Corazzelli). 
I’m not going to go for that idea because, as the 
drawing shows. I’ll end up with much less parking. 
The major beneficiaries are properties north and 
south of me. The drawing shows two buildings to 
be built. Will this be funded privately or is this 
another city project?” 

When asked if he would be willing to put up 
money, with the city as co-sponsor, for this plan, 
Corazzelli said, emphatically, “No.” 

Why? “Because,” he said, “it has no benefit 
to me. 1 already have five parking places with my 
building. Under this proposed project I’d end up 
with only three parking places and I’d lose my dock. 
We deal in furniture. We need our dock.” 

He added, “It would appear that with all 
of these committees appointed, they should be pro¬ 
moting business instead of antagonizing the business 
and property owners. I don’t think the City Council 
knew of these drawings until they were published 
in the paper. It was probably as much a surprise 
to them as to me.” 
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Bill Schlote said, “I was shocked. I couldn’t 
believe it. How can anyone in a little town like this 
make a proposal with no consideration given, not 
only to the business people but also the land owners? 

I consider it a great favor for the owners, Shari and 
Mike Eing, to earthquake-proof the building. It 
cost a lot of money to do this. I’m here every day, 
Monday through Friday, and occasionally on Satur¬ 
days. It gives me an opportunity to know the park¬ 
ing situation as well as who utilizes the parking avail¬ 
able. 1 see that the parking lot on Montecito is sel¬ 
dom full. Some of the cars are placed there as per¬ 
sonal storage. Others are using it because they 
ride share, park and take a bus.” 

Schlote continued, “The parking is being used 
in the vvrong manner. There would be eight to 10 


parking spaces here alone as customer parking. 
In addition, the proposal showed no indication of 
retaining or relocating these two businesses. They 
leave you out.” 

Schlote said that after reading the piece in The 
News, customers thought he had sold the business. 
“I’ve been here for four years and have a very 
successful business. It makes your employees won¬ 
der if they’re going to be out of a job...I do all of 
my shopping here in Sierra Madre...How about the 
ttix base?” 

Schlote is also a volunteer fireman. 

Celeste McCreary, who is the mortgage-holder 
on the three businesses between Montecito and 
Charlotte’s Fine Jewelry, said, “It’s the height of

Citizens approach utility tax, supportive, irate 


Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting, at 
which citizens responded to the possibility of utility 
tax in Sierra Madre, ranged from an irate citizen, Ir¬ 
win Chester, who accused the council of being 
“another example of government out of control” to 
several who supported the tax, even though they 
said they were philosophically against tax increase. 

Chester said, “This is time for a taxation 
revolution... The time has come to cut, cut, cut, not 
spend, spend, spend...1 will support anyone in op¬ 
position to you and your candidacy. I’m not going 
to pay it (the tax).” 

Charles Corp said he would support the tax. “1 
believe it’s necessary.” Joylouise Smith questioned 
whether or not the utilites would collect the tax 
without requesting a fee and Laurie Cooper said she 
thought the utility tax was the fairest. She countered 
that she hoped there would be “some recourse for 
those who need help based on finances rather than 
age.” 

Hank Landsberg said he and Bonnie had lived 
here for seven years. “There are no gold-plated fire 
hydrants or crystal chandeliers in city hall. The utili-

ty tax is equitable...” 

Carlyle Griffin said he was with the proponents; 
however, “I would like to reiterate that taxes are 
completely out of hand from the federal to the state 
to local.” Dr. Paul Neiby said, “I resent new taxes, 
nevertheless, I’m here to support it.” 

Kathy Pichno from Howie’s asked if businesses 
would be exempt from the utility tax and Mayor 
Clem Bartolai said, no, but they had discussed 
developing some sort of relief for large consumers. 
Assistant City Administrator Sean Joyce suggested, 
tentatively, a “possible cap of $2150 per utility.” 

Tom Williams said he was “not pro or against 
but I have reservations.” He said, “There is a lot of 
anger, confusion about taxes. Over the course of the 
years, we hear ‘no new taxes’ yet it starts at the 
federal level, then the state, then the county. Here 
we are at the city level...There’s a big cookie jar 
somewhere and everyone’s fighting for his share.” 

He asked what the cities are doing about this 
problem and cautioned, “I want to be sure we’re do¬ 
ing everything (to avert taxes).” 

Arlene Wynn said the city should set the tax for 
a specific period of time and force it to be reviewed 
each year. She also said that the average estimated 
monthly fee of $9 was “unrealistic.” She stated, 
“My own use would be $300 per year.” 

She also asked what the utilities are paying in 

franchise fees. 

Fay Angus said that her two major concerns 
were that by paying this fee we may send a signal to 
Sacramento “that we’re willing to roll over and ac¬ 
cept a financial thrashing.” She added that she 


didn’t want to see the utility tax used as a scale 
weighted to balance our budget and urged not call¬ 
ing it a tax but perhaps “a deficit fund.” 

Brian Eustice was afraid that “once it’s in¬ 
troduced, it will never go away,” and William Parke 
opposed the tax because “it sets a dangerous preced¬ 
ent.” 

David Blakeslee said he “vehemently opposed a 
tax that doesn’t have a sunset.” He asked, “Levy 
the tax and face us next year and justify (it to us)” 

Arthur Artinian said he rises “in opposition, 1 
feel it would be much more fair to present the city 
with taxes with a decrease in spending.” Gurdon 
Miller, however, said he was supporting the tax. “If 
we want what Sierra Madre provides, we must pay 
for it.” 

Hilda Gibson was concerned that the budget 
showed $365,000 for the library. “That is $1000 a 
day for every day of the year, weekends and all. 
Why are we spending $185,000 for trees? Our city’s 
full of trees.” 

Joyce explained that $118,000 was for street 
maintenance with $16,000 set aside for trees. 

Gibson said, “When 1 go to city hall 1 see peo¬ 
ple standing around talking. Let’s trim the budget. 
We have the same number of people that we had 20 
years ago but the cost of running government has in¬ 
creased much.” 

Mike Formanack said that he thought the 
Police Department’s 16 percent of the budget was 
“astronomical,” and Mayor Bartolai e.xplained that 
the city deals with a bargaining unit. “We can’t ar-

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Watch those tariffs 


Those of you who have vans built in 
another country besides the U.S. will be 
paying a 2.5 percent duty on those products 
when they bring them into the country. Those 
importing cargo vehicles (trucks) must pay 
an exorbitant 25 percent tariff. 

Currently passenger vans and most 
sports utility vehicles are imported as pas¬ 
senger vehicles. A simple stroke of the pen 
by U.S. customs service would put these 
vehicles in the truck category and there would 
be a $4000 tax levied on these imports. 

About 200,000 of these vehicles would 
be priced out of the U.S. market. With com¬ 
petition from both Europe and Japan gone, 
the U.S. consumer would face a rising cost 
for imports. 

Would a tariff help create more jobs for 
Americans? Don’t count on it say the experts. 
Nearly half of the Chrysler passenger vans 
sold in this country are made in Canada, 
however, bilateral agreements with Canada 
exclude them from the tariff, 
the tariff. 

Would the tariff increase revenue for the 
Treasury Department, as some say, but up 
to $3(X) million? Experts say, “Don’t count- 
on this either.’’ 

What about the companies that sell the 
$50 billion worth of airplanes, computers, 
chemicals, soy beans, corn and other pro¬ 
ducts that the U.S. ships to Japan? That 
same simple stroke of the pen at the U.S. 
Customs service would also violate key in¬ 
ternational trade agreements, including the. 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

At this point Japanese and European 
trading partners would undoubtedly demand 
compensation against U.S. exports well in 
excess of $2 billion, ' i • 

What’s the answer? Perhaps it’s time 
to write your congressman.

And of course, there was Ed Wynn, of the 
hysterical, squeaky laughter and Bob Burns and 
his bazooka horn that always came apart just 
before he finished playing. These are only a 
very few of the many who entertained us in the 
exploding days of the new medium. It would 
take a book, a large book, to give all of them 
adequate coverage. 

To return to sports—it was on a glorious 
day when the Rose Bowl was the site of the an¬ 
nual New Years Day game, when Graham 
McNamee, the premier sportscaster of his day, 
made history of sorts. As the afternoon waned 
and the sun played tricks with the shadows on 
the mountains north of Pasadena, McNamee 
became enamored with the scenery instead of 
the game. He wandered off into ecstatical 
praises of the ’‘gorgeous purple mountains.” 
He did this so often he almost forgot the game. 
There were millions of people listening to the 
broadcast and unwittingly it was a tremendous 
advertisement for California in general and 
Pasadena in particular. McNamee was panned 
unmercifully by his colleagues, and was never 
allowed to forget the “gorgeous purple moun¬ 
tains.”

• To those who are following the Jeffrey 
Percell trial: he was sentenced last Thursday 
to life imprisonment with no chance of 
parole.

• Ed Little, our 80-year-old athlete and at¬ 
torney, writer and artist, received a con¬ 
gratulatory note from the State Bar of 
California, noting his 50 years of member¬ 
ship. Fifty years. That is surely worth men¬ 
tioning. Our congratulations to you, Ed. 


I got to thinking about taxes. I guess we 
have significant taxes because we’ve found it 
more convenient to have someone else deal with 
our trash, or to provide for our defense or to 
maintain libraries, etc. 

And because some of these services are 
provided by the federal government, we have 
federal taxes. The state and county provide ser¬ 
vices so, naturally, we have significant state and 
county taxes. How significant? Very signifi¬ 
cant. 

To give you a handle on this, my wife and I 
fork over about $1400 a month to the feds. I’ve 
used federal interstate highways, seen a jet 
fighter or two fly over now and then, and I’ve 
seen federal agents swoop in and arrest ter¬ 
rorists. I guess this costs a lot of money. 

Every month, the State of California 
counts on us for about four hundred bucks, not 
including the omnipresent sales tax (I don’t 
need a headache, so I’ll leave that to your im¬ 
agination). I’ve seen Cal Trans workers leaning 
on their shovels, and those prisons don’t come 
cheap, also, I do take advantage of the 
numerous state parks and beaches. So I guess 
the state needs dough too. 

The County of Los Angeles taps us for 
about one hundred sixty bucks a month in pro¬ 
perty taxes...about eight to ten times more than 
some of our neighbors. I can figure out where 


some of this dough goes, but the inequities start 
to stand out. The bottom line is: the fact I live 
in L.A. County does very little for me on a dai¬ 
ly basis. I can’t remember the last time I saw a 
county vehicle or had an exchange with a coun¬ 
ty employee. If the services are there, they are 
very inconspicuous. 

This brings me to Sierra Madre. A grand 
total of zip goes directly to the city from the 
Rogers family. The place where I live and 
receive the (lulk of daily services must rely for 
revenues on a time-weary and worn out fiscal 
procedure...a system that provides less and less 
monies for the city to operate. 

I’m sort of embarrassed by the fact that 
the federal, state and county governments can 
nonchalantly slice off about two thousand 
bucks a month from our income, and I haven’t 
a clue as to how it’s being spent. Yet, 1 live in a 
city that is very much worth preserving and I 
find that I, as well as everyone else, contribute 
little or nothing to this end. 

In my, belt ever so humble, opinion, the 
fact that a lot of people are down in the mouth 
over this proposed utility tax has more to do 
with a general frustration over taxes and less to 
do with providing our city with funds. The city, 
it seems, is a smaller dragon, and people are in 
a dragon slaying mood.

NEEDFUL THINGS 
Stephen King 

When does wishing and longing turn to 
need? And when does need grow into greed and 
lust? And when greed and lust become all- 
consuming, how far would a person go to meet 
that desire? Leland Gaunt, proprietor of Need¬ 
ful Things, knows. Gaunt establishes his in¬ 
triguing shop on Castle Rock’s main square, 
opening a deliciously wicked Pandora’s box in 
Stephen King’s “Needful Things.” 

Castle Rock’s citizens (some of them, 
anyway) have survived a lot of horror and 


Now the old Latin student proudly hits one: 
“hexapod” in six letters. “Insect.” 

But “accelerate” in three letters is another 
thing. That’s “Hie,” according to the little one, 
“hie, like in hie thee thither (in a hurry). 

A synonym for “powder” is “abir.” 

And though I could name 20 words of vary¬ 
ing decency for “fertilizer,” 1 had never heard 
the word “poudrette.” However, newly edu¬ 
cated, 1 shall confound the clerk at the nursery 
next time 1 ask for fertilizer - unless he is a cross¬ 
word nut, and he responds, “ten, ten, ten” or 
“ten-twenty-zero.”

disaster. “The Dead Zone,” “Cujo,” “The 
TommyKnockers,” “The Dark Half,” and two 
novellas, “The Body” (which is the movie, 
“Stand By Me”) and “The Sun Dog” all take 
place in Castle Rock, Maine. But with the ar¬ 
rival of Gaunt’s own “little shop of horrors,” 
and the ensuing chaos created after most of 
Castle Rock’s citizens make purchases there, 
the town may not survive this one (which is 
alluded to on the cover: “The Last Castle Rock 
Story,” in small print). 

King goes all out in a merry (and gruesome) 
round robin or murder, jealousy, revenge, gore 
and mayhem. Gaunt, of course, is not who (or 
what) he seems to be, and the poor folk of Cas¬ 
tle Rock—who really should know better by 
now—fall for his gracious charms, hook, line, 
sinker and pole as well. His deals are too good 
to be true and his unbelievably easy payment 
terms surpass “a great bargain” to become “a 
real steal.” But the “stealing” by Gaunt at 
payoff time is something no one bargains for. 

King, as usual, pens a dynamic tale, toning 
down the sophomoric, which sometimes ir¬ 
ritates me in his other writings.

Japanese women 
in Hai! program 


Anxious to experience 
American life as we 
know it, is a group of 
Japanese college women 
from Mushashino 
Women’s College on the 
outskirts of Tokyo.

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Brown asks questions on dumping costs 

pick up combustible rubbish, haul it to the new 


Caroline Brown, who has been volunteering 
her time to research earlier copies of the Sierra 
Madre News, has discovered that Sierra Madre was 
not using the Monterey Park dumping facility in 
1948 but that the city did not use the dump until 
February, 1951. 

Sierra Madreans are paying $3.19 a month on 
water bills to pay back city money used to settle 
a lawsuit with the dump. It appears from Brown’s 
sleuthing that citizens are being charged for more 
than is necessary and that the city has agreed to pay 
for two more years than are necessary. 

She said at the City Council meeting Tuesday 
evening, “It appears that we are paying for a 
period of liability worth $66,000. In addition, the 
city had insurance for that period of time which may 
have provided a contribution to the total liability, 
if not covered the entire amount.” 

Brown continued, “On Oct. 9, 1978, Acting 
City Manager Jim McRea made a report to the City 
Council concerning liability insurance for the city. 
With the names of the carriers, which we have for 
the periods of prc-1973, 1973 to 1974, and there¬ 
after, we are in a position to contract the car¬ 
rier and obtain copies of the policies and pursue 
coverage.” 

She asked: Why are we imposing a utility tax 
to cover a liability which we may have been insured 


for without pursuing coverage? Why isn’t the city 
pursuing insurance coverage for this liability? Why 
are we imposing a utility tax to pay as much as 
$66,000 for the three years in which we did not 
use the landfill? Do we really need to impose a tax 
on this or any amount if we haven’t actually 
figured out how much the city should pay and how 
much its insurers will cover? 

Brown was assured by Councilman Gary 
Adams that we were lucky to get out with a settle¬ 
ment of $360,000. “We were being sued for $8 
million. It is hot prorated out. We know who the 
carrier is. The difficulty is in finding the policy 
number of 40 to 50 years ago...The decision that we 
made to settle was a good one. The other cities have 
already lost two rounds (in court).” 

Brown revealed to The News after the meeting 
figures as follows: damages amounted to $346,000; 
attorneys’ fees were $170,000; the EPA collected 
$72,000 from us. Brown said, “That amounts to 
$588,000. Why are we being charged for $700,000?” 

Brown was referring to the Sept. 9, 1948, 
edition of The News in which Arthur Hewitt, in 
his by-lined piece, stated that City Engineer Howard 
W. Brod proposed that the City Council “take 
action on a contract with Rubbishman Ben Kazar- 
.ian. Under it, Kazarian’s trucks and crews would 


dump near Duarte and bury it. 

In the Nov. 11, 1948 edition, Hewitt reported 
that Kazarian was low bidder at 42 cents per 
month for each of Sierra Madre’s 2150 residential 
water meters and $3.50 a month for the 50 commer¬ 
cial meters...for out-of-city dumping. This would 
amount to $25,992 for the next two years beginning 
Dec. 1.” 

Sierra Madre’s city dump had been used prior 
to this date with a budget of $12,050. The cost 
of hauling to Duarte would double that amount. 

In the Oct. 19, 1950 edition of The News, 
there are photos showing rubbish being hauled to the 
Duarte dump, and on Feb. 15, 1951, following the 
expiration of the Kazarian contract, the city “has 
been collecting rubbish with its own trucks and 
carting it to a dump in Monterey Park.” 

In November, 1978, the city increased its liabili¬ 
ty insurance coverage to $1.5 million. The contract 
wcis given to Kindler, Laucci and Day, representing 
Great American Insurance Co. with a bid of $9055. 
Farmers Insurance Group, the city’s previous car¬ 
rier, was outbid by $9055. Farmers Insurance 
Group, the city’s previous carrier, was outbid by 
$3504 with a bid of $12,559. Low bidders Jerry 
Adkins of Travelers Insurance and Miner Harkness, 
representing U.S. Fidelity and Commerce and In¬ 
dustry, bid $17,256 and $13,654, respectively.

bitrarily red-line. We have gone two years with no 
raises.” 

Patty Halal suggested more craft fairs, street 
fairs, an adopt-a-tree program, the possibility of the 
city adopting a sales tax for cigarettes and alcohol? 
Louis Montez asked that the city ask private sector 
to bid on some of the services and requested an 

across the board cut rather than firing somebody. 

Gertrude Daniels asked for a yearly evaluation 
of whether to continue the tax or not. “What 
measure is built in that makes sure citizens have a 
way not to pay taxes forever?” 

Bartolai said, “We legally cannot bind future 
councils.” 

Rosemary Hagerott said, “I think we’re in a 
bit of a mess so I’d have to support it (the tax) this 
year. As our children approached college, we 
couldn’t ask our employees for more money. First 
you decide how much we have to spend, then you 
budget.” Susan DuPry was not in favor of the tax 
and asked why only those who use the swimming 


pool pay for it instead of “spreading it 
around...Taxes don’t go away.” 

Grace Thompson was concerned that $800,000 
had been allocated for working over Orange Grove. 
“I’d like to see where money is going before I give it 
to you.” 

Bartolai explained that money for Orange 
Grove came from gas tax. Federal Aid to Urban 
Highways (FAU), the county. “If it were up to us to 
pave the street, it would never be done.” 

Councilman Gary Adams asked for a sunset 
clause of three years and that the tax be examined in 
April of each year. It would stand at 6 percent, less 
or none, he said. 

Bartolai explained that he could assure the 
public “that I don’t see administration slipping one 
over the council. No matter what we do at our level, 
we must not be wasteful.” 

There will be more discussion at the July 13 
meeting next Tuesday. Also on the agenda that even¬ 
ing is the minicipal fee schedule, the budget and con¬ 
sent calendar.

Last week, we wrote 
about the rights that 
bicycle riders have and 
cautioned drivers to 
respect those rights. 

There is, of course, 
another side of the coin: 
What cyclists must do to 
preserve their own safety 
and respect drivers’ 
rights. 

As we stated last week, 
cyclists have a right of 


way equal to that of the 
automobile driver. 
Cyclists ride with the 
traffic, in the same lane 
as the driver. 

But cyclists must 
remember a few basic 
rules. First, though they 
have equal rights, their 
vehicles are much 
smaller and easier to 
control. A car takes 
more time to slow down 
and stop. Cyclists are 


urged to respect the fact 
and, to the extent possi¬ 
ble, to stay to the right in 
the lane and let drivers 
pass. Usually, cyclists, 
you are not making the 
speed that drivers are, so 
if you let them get past 
you, you’ll make them 
happier. In short, try to 
respect them, as you ask 
them to respect you.

life safer for yourelf and 
drivers is to ride predict¬ 
ably. Some bicycle 
riders think that, because 
they have bikes, not cars, 
they can dart in and out 
of traffic, often quite er¬ 
ratically, even crossing 
several lanes at once. 
This practice, again, 
shows a lack of con¬ 
sideration for the driver, 
who cannot react as 
quickly as a cyclist. 
Cyclists owe it to drivers 
to ride with responsibil¬ 
ity. 

Here are a few other 
things cyclists can do to 
make everyone safer: 

• Signal all turns. 
Always use hand signals 
when you are turning or 
changing lanes. 

• Wear light-colored 
clothing, especially at 
night. If possible, wear 
reflective tape, to make 
it easy for drivers to see 
you. (Remember: you 
are not as easy to see as a 
car is). And wear a 
helmet! 

• Ride single file, not 
two abreast. 

• Finally, watch for 
car doors being opened 
from parked cars. This is 
a common cause of 
cyclists’ accidents. Ac¬ 
cording to Mayor Clem 
Bartoli, who is an avid 
cyclist, a good rule of 
thumb is to ride a door’s 
width out from parked 
cars; that way, you’re 


safe if a driver suddenly 
opens a door without 
seeing you. 

So, cyclists, if you do 
your part, perhaps 
drivers will do the same, 
and we’ll all get to our 
destinations more safely.

Dear Dr. Tairii, 

My dog was diagnosed with atopy. What is atopy 
and what causes it? 

Atopy is a common, hereditary pruritic (itch) der¬ 
matitis in whiA the dog becomes sensitized to pre¬ 
dominantly inhaled environmental allergens. Certain 
breeds are known to have a predilection for atopy 
including Terriers, Ihasa apsos, Dalmations, Pugs, 
Golden Retrievers, Schnauzers, etc. It is also seen 
more frequently in females than males. The onset of 
atopy usually occurs between one and three years of 
age. Most atopic dogs suffer from pruritis and hair- 
loss. 

These dogs tend to be allergic to pollen from trees, 
grasses, weeds, flowers, molds, house dust, etc. An 
intradermal skin test or a HAST blood test may be 
performed to find out exactly what the allergens aure. 
Once the allergens are determined, some dogs 
respond well to hyposensitization (allergy shots). 
Systemic steroids (eg. prednisone) or antihistamines 
Ccin be used to alleviate some of the symptoms.

Because 
Mission Aviation Fel¬ 
lowship or MAF has fo¬ 
cused on small plane 
transportation and com¬ 
munication and because 
their work has been 
largely technical in na¬ 
ture, MAF has handed 
the task of managing 
the literature that will 
support the monumental 
network of education. 
What will the material 
be siphoned through?

About this season we seem to have a 
rash of certain stains that occur every 
year. We expect them and we know how 
to remove them from your clothes without 
damage to the fabrics or the dyes.

Are there times when 
we are hypnotized and 
are unaware of it? Are 
there times when we hyp¬ 
notize ourselves without 
knowing it? 

Both of these ques¬ 
tions can be answered, 
“yes,” according to Bri¬ 
an H. Spindler, C.H.T., 
who owns B.H.S. Hypno- 
Services. His advertise¬ 
ment appears in the pro¬ 
fessional directory on 
page 3 of The News. 

Spindler is sponsoring 
free domonstrations on 
July 12, 19, 26 and Aug. 
2, 7 p.m. at the 

Woman’s Club, 550 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

He said, “You may re¬ 
call times when you’ve 
found yourself com¬ 
pletely involved in a 
book or movie and felt 
as if you were unaware 
of your surroundings; or 
perhaps you can remem¬ 
ber a time when you’ve 
become so involved in 
your thoughts while 
driving that you’ve miss¬ 
ed your exit off the free¬ 
way. These are examples 
of being in a light state 
of hypnosis, a focusing 
of awareness to the ex¬ 
clusion of other 
thoughts. Since everyone 
experiences these natural 
hypnotic states, it is clear 
that we already know 
how to enter hypnosis.” 


Spindler works with 
pain control, mind and 
health improvement, 
physical improvement, 
mind management and 
stress management. 

He believes that other 
therapies have their 
place; however, hypnosis 
“is simply a condition of 
the mind in which you 
are able to learn new 
things much more rapid¬ 
ly, and in which you can 
unlearn some things 
which you have believed 
implicitly, but which are 
simply not so. Many of 
our troubles are caused 
by fears or beliefs about 
ourselves which are sim¬ 
ply not true. Hypnosis 
speeds up the unlearn¬ 
ing and relearning pro¬ 
cess.” 

Who can be hypno¬ 
tized?

He joined the Navy 
and “traveled the world” 
for 10 years. The last 
two of those years were 
spent counseling others. 

“That was the turning 
point for me, seeing 
what people can do, as¬ 
sessing their potential. I 
got so interested in it 
that I turned to hypno¬ 
sis.” His sister is a hyp¬ 
notherapist and her hus¬ 
band is a physician. “He 
aleviated my fears and 
she changed my opinion 
of how quickly people 
can change,” Spindler 
said. 

He became certified by

the American Council of 
Hypnotist Examiners 
and studied under Gil 
Boyne. He also studied 
with world-famous Har¬ 
ry Arons and recently 
under Orman McGil. 

Spindler and his fian¬ 
cee, LuAnn, have put to¬ 
gether their four chil¬ 
dren, each with two, and 
have been caring for 
them together. “U is 
such a joy to care for 
children,” he said. j 

Spindler concluded, 
concerning his ability tt) 
hypnotize, “I’m not 
dealing with the adult.

1 called the police 
department immediately 
upon getting home with 
Nannette to report there 
•was a wild coyote on the 
loose, and, I wanted to 
report that this animal 
turned at me and growl¬ 
ed. The dispatcher said, 
“Can you call back,” 
and disconnected me 
after 1 told him the situa¬ 
tion. There was no 
response from the police 
who are employed by us 
to “protect and to 
serve”...where was their 
service when 1 needed it? 

Given the fact that 1) a 
coyote mauled our pet in 
front of me I thought 
there might be concern 
that this coyote might go 
after children (babies) at 
a pool sight, 2) I had 
heard reports of this 
coyote killing another 
dog up the block (via a 
neighbor), 3) it appears 
if the police are not go¬ 
ing to help us, then we, 
the citizens will arm 
ourselves with loaded 
weapons to kill this 
predator, 4) will a situa- 
1 tion happen where a per- 
I son -gets hurt before the 


police decide to help us? 

Having lived in the 
community my entire 
life, raised in the local 
schools, churched in the 
local parish, I find it ap¬ 
palling that the police do 
not take these matters 
seriously. Example; 

Last Christmas, 1992, 
my brother. Perry, 
reported to the police 
that we saw a coyote 
“frothing at the 
mouth... stumbling 
down Baldwin...” The 
police told my brother 
“We are not the humane 
society...call them!” My 
brother was shocked. Be¬ 
ing in charge of the 
County Health Depart¬ 
ment in Modesto, Perry 
felt that there needed to 
be an immediate follow¬ 
up to see if this animal 
had rabies. Again, the 
police didn’t come and 
answer or call for 
help...or even offer to 
call the humane society 
themelves! 

Sierra Madre is not 
that large of a city, and 
our police are not that 
busy where they cannot 
help the citizens with 
these types of com¬ 
plaints. Sierra Madreans 
enjoy a crime-free city, 
and to that end we are 
grateful to the Sierra 
Madre Police, but now 
that summer is upon us, 
will an individual have to 
be seriously hurt for the 
police to respond...! 
guess so. 

Please, citizens of 
Sierra Madre, watch out 
for your pet, 
because coyotes are out 
and they are out for 
food. Be aware—and 
always carry a light with 
you at night, especially 
around the foothills.

Rev. Mark Trotter is 
the senior minister of the 
First United Methodist 
Church of San Diego, at 
4000 members the largest 
local congregation in the 
California-Pacific An¬ 
nual Conference. Mark 
was the minister of Sier¬ 
ra Madre United Metho¬ 
dist Church from 1%3 
through 1971. 

Mark’s newest book is 
entitled “What Are You 
Waiting For?” and it is 
a wonderful collection of 
sermons on the Parables 
of Jesus. Parables were 
teaching tools that start¬ 
ed with an engaging sto¬ 
ry from real life that 
then proves a surprising 
point. They do not al¬ 
ways go where we expect 
them to go. 

For example, take the 
Parable of the Good Sa¬ 
maritan. The priest and 
the Levite both saw the 
robbed and wounded 
man tying beside the 
road, and they both 
walked by on the other 
side. This might be con¬ 
sidered a dereliction of 
their religious responsi¬ 
bilities. But the Samar- 
ian or Palestinian took 
mercy upon the stricken 


man and proved to be a 
real neighbor to him. 
This parable is not about 
stopping to pick up 
hitchhikers; it is about 
ministering in site of 
ethnic, cultural or reli¬ 
gious differences. 

One of the great dan¬ 
gers faced by our Christ¬ 
ian churches today is in¬ 
sularity. We may fall in¬ 
to the trap of speaking 
only to other Christians, 
or what is worse, speak¬ 
ing only to members of 
our same church denom¬ 
ination. Do you think 
that each different de¬ 
domination will have its 
own reserved area in 
heaven? No way. The 
Bible makes it abundant¬ 
ly clear that God is in¬ 
terested in our willing¬ 
ness to care and share, 
not our denominational 
correctness.

“The greatest of all 
meditations is the pas¬ 
sion of Jesus Christ. Of 
all the words and acts, 
of Jesus, none have the 
capacity to touch the 
heart with love and grati¬ 
tude more than those 
that occurred during His 
Passion. The story of the 
Cross has converted 
hearts from apostolic 
times to the present. 
That is why the Passion 
narratives are the long¬ 
est and most moving 
parts of all four Gospels. 
Why else did Paul reso¬ 
lutely say, “I did not 
come with sublimity of 
words or of wisdom. For 
I resolved to know noth¬ 
ing while I was with you 
except Jesus Christ, and 
Him crucified.” (1 Cor.

The whole life of 
Christ was an offering to 
the Father for the for¬ 
giveness of our sins.

You’ve probably heard that you’re supposed 
to keep your left arm straight when hitting a golf 
ball. 

It’s one of golf’s oldest cliches. And like 
all cliches, there’s a little something that’s both 
right and wrong about it. 

The idea of keeping your left arm straight 
is a good one if you think about wanting to keep 
the swing simple and easy to repeat. Notice 
how the clubhead stays in a consistent path 
throughout the swing if you do this. 

But people go overboard trying to keep 
their left arm straight. Being too rigid causes 
the muscles to stiffen and the body to become 
immobile. This is hardly the proper condition 
to produce a smooth and athletic pass at the ball. 
It can even be harmful to your health - particu¬ 
larly your lower back. 

In a golf swing, it is only crucial that the 
,left arm be straight at the moment the clubhead 
‘makes contact with the ball. If you simply keep 
the left arm gently extended so the muscles re¬ 
main supple throughout the backswing, you can 
be sure the left arm will be straight at impact 
due to the natural law of centrifugal force. 

An illustration may help. Imagine a tennis 
ball on a string. Now whirl the ball by holding 
onto the end of the string. Notice how the ball 
traces a circle in the air and the string stays rea¬ 
sonably taut. 

This example demonstrates the same law 
of motion that is present in a golf swing. The 
clubhead makes a circular path around the body 
while the left arm is extended by centrifugal
